Gospel choir has been on campus for more than 40 years

Essence Nicholson stands at the 
front of the room in a leopard print 
jacket and jean skirt. She uses her right 
hand to pull her chestnut hair over her 
shoulder before lifting both arms in 
a grand gesture. As she swoops them 
downward to direct the choir, the voic- 
es begin to sing their praise. 

Nicholson's body sways as she 
stands before the choir positioned be- 
tween the small pews. It is obvious that 
not only can she hear the music but she 
can feel the music. Her powerful voice 
booms over the voices of the choir. Soul- 
ful sound resonates from the high ceil- 



ings and the message becomes clear. 

"[The message is] God," said Nich- 
olson, sophomore in vocal perfor- 
mance. "The whole message we want to 
get out is that Jesus saves and God loves 
you. Whatever we sing, in the end, it's 
always about Him." 

JohnElla Holmes, United Black 
Voices Gospel Choir advisor, said the 
choir began at K-State 41 years ago. In 
spring 2008, however, Holmes said the 
choir had to be discontinued because 
certain members were censoring the 
students who could or could not par- 
ticipate. 

Holmes said as a student organiza- 
tion, United Black Voices does not and 
should not have an admission policy. 



"We are United Everybody Voices 
as far as I'm concerned," Holmes said. 

Standing outside the practice area, 
Holmes bounces with excitement at the 
chance to share the new group of stu- 
dents. Holmes is teaching a class called 
Gospel in the African American Com- 
munity next semester and plans to do- 
nate part of her salary for teaching the 
class to the choir. 

"We're coming back," she said. 
"We're coming back strong. I wanted us 
back together." 

Keisha Floyd, senior in human re- 
sources management, is the only return- 
ing member of the choir. She said she 
has noted differences between the old 
and new choir all ready. 



"You can definitely tell that this is 
more of a family environment," Floyd 
said. "There's more unity. You can def- 
initely see people coming together to 
praise the Lord." 

Nicholson has been working with 
choir direction for the last five 
years, she said. 

"The opportunity to do it and work 
with another choir and just to be a 
blessing to the choir here at K-State [is 
what convinced me to direct]," Nichol- 
son said. "I knew I had a lot to give."

With the fall semester 
winding down, focus has all 
but completely turned to fi- 
nals week.

said Sarah Tedford, K-State 
HD Coordinator, "we want 
students to know that it is 



not too late to ask for help." 

This time of year pres- 
ents many obstacles for stu- 
dents, but Ask Willie is a ser- 
vice that will be available 
year-round. 

The program is now 
on-going and the creators 
hope it will become a staple 
at K-State. Currently, the 
Office of Student Activities 



and Services is offering the 
help. 

"We felt like students 
were not able to find an- 
swers to their questions and 
that was leading to problems 
for the students, so we are 
trying to find a way for stu- 
dents to ask those questions 
and get the answers back as 
soon as possible," said Bill 



Harlan, Assistant Coordina- 
tor of Student Activities. 

For many students, at- 
tending college can be an 
overwhelming experience. 
Luckily, the Ask Willie ser- 
vice has emerged to fill the 
void and help students nav- 
igate through the maze of a 
large campus to find exactly 
what they need. 

"I work in the Chemis- 
try Department and every- 
one there helps me find any- 
thing I need," said Michelle 
Bergman, freshman in busi- 
ness management. "It's defi- 
nitely nice to have Ask Wil- 
lie though, because most stu- 
dents don't have what I do." 



Ask Willie is not a one- 
stop-shop for fixing prob- 
lems, but it is a great source 
of information for students 
to find where they can take 
their problems. 

"Our goal is not to du- 
plicate any service that al- 
ready exists, we're not going 
to duplicate counseling ser- 
vices, or financial aid, or stu- 
dent life. Our goal is to get 
them pointed in the right di- 
rection," Harlan said.

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Local musician records 'Get Little' in the Little Apple

Malcolm Cunningham's studio apart- 
ment on the west side of Manhattan was 
filled with the aroma of strong coffee and 
the machinery of his trade. Turn tables, 
keyboards, microphones and various sound 
systems for mixing and synthesizing sounds 
were situated beside each other; to an un- 
trained eye it was just a blur of electronics. 

Cunningham, an Indiana native, came 
to Manhattan after his stepfather, Wallace 
Ray Kidd, became ill. Cunningham helped 
take care of Wallace, but to no avail. Cun- 
ningham nevertheless decided to stay on 
after his stepfather's death and make Man- 
hattan his new home and studio. 

"Music has been in my family for years," 
Cunningham said. "My stepbrother, Rod 
Hurt, played behind Kenny "Baby Face" 
Edmonds for a number of years. I used to 
climb down the stairs to listen to them re- 
hearsing. At that time they used to play in 
the basement." 

Indeed his musical roots run deep. His 
mother, Mary Louise Caudle-Kidd, has 
played piano for as long as he can remem- 



ber. She plays Sunday mornings at Bethel 
AME Church. 

"My father is a reverend for Disciples of 
Christ Prison Rights and Criminal Justice in 
Indianapolis. The last time I went out there 
I connected with a friend named Winston 
Moore who set me up with the producer at 
LA Entertainment and Birmingham Enter- 
tainment," he said. "We're still going back 
and forth, so for the time being I'm mostly 
recording for artists in the area." 

Cunningham entered the music business 
recording. When he was 14 years old, he 
worked as a disc jockey for parties in his 
neighborhood with his turn tables when 
the technique just started to become popu- 
lar. 

"Then I got into expanding from just turn 
tables to drum machines and synthesizers, 
so that by 17 years old I had a recording 
studio. I would record different rappers in 
my neighborhood, and then I finally decid- 
ed to start my own group. We were called 
Easy Come, Easy Go. I was Easy Go," he 
laughed. 

"We used to enter contests," he said as 
he began to talk about their early success. 
"One time we even won something - third 



place at the roller rink for rapping. We 
were sort of a Run-DMC kind of group, the 
two of us," he said. 

All artists must grow to adapt their style 
and method, and this is especially true 
when their art is attached to something as 
rapidly changing as electronics. 

"When everything was changing to cas- 
sette tapes," he said, "I started selling all of 
my equipment and upgrading. You have to 
keep up with the times." 

As far as technology, Cunningham keeps 
up with the times, but when listening to his 
music one wonders if he's keeping up with 
the ever present tendency toward violence 
and profanity. In fact, Cunningham prides 
himself on his lack of profanity. 

"Say what you will about Will Smith, 
but he's been in the industry for a long 
time. And he doesn't cuss in his mu- 
sic, so I don't need to either," Cun- 
ningham said. 

He is working on an album ti- 
tled "Get Little with It." The title 
alone is a kind of reversal of the 
preva

Foreign countries take steps to combat terrorism

Hearing of death and de- 
struction abroad comes as no 
surprise to Americans. While 
the people of this country 
become numb to terrorism, 
families in other parts of the 
world lose loved ones every 
day. Hopefully the arrest of 
members of the French and 
Spanish terrorist group Eta 
will help to slow the destruc- 
tion of the regime. 

The Eta group pushed for 
independence in the Basque 
regions of southwest France 
and northern Spain in the 
1960s during the dictatorship 
of Francisco Franco. Since 
then, they have carried out 
numerous attacks, mainly on 
members of European police 
forces, to show that they con- 
tinue to operate, according to 
BBC News. 

France recently began re- 
suming the arrest of Eta sus- 
pects after the militant group 
called off a ceasefire in June 
2007 that had been going on 
for more than a year. About 
36 people that have been 
linked to Eta have been ar- 
rested in France since Janu- 
ary, according to official min- 
istry figures. 

On Monday, 31-year-old 
Aitzol Irionda and two oth- 
er Eta members were arrest- 
ed in southwest France. Iri- 
onda had presumably taken 
over the reins of the terror- 
ist group from its former mil- 
itary head, Mikel Garikoitz 
Aspiazu Rubina, who was ar- 
rested last month. Sources 
say that Irionda was intended 
to be a substitute leader until 
Mikel is released from jail. 



Aitzol Irionda was found 
carrying guns and fake iden- 
tity papers, according to 
French police. Alfredo Perez 
Rubalcaba, the Spanish Inte- 
rior Minister was delighted to 
announce the arrest of Irion- 
da, claiming that he was the 
"number one" Eta member. 

The increase in arrests 
last week were because of the 
murder of a business man in 
the Basque area. This was the 
first attack since the arrest of 
its former leader. Rubalca- 
ba said he will continue the 
hunt for Eta members "un- 
til this finishes." He warned 
that if there were other mem- 
bers of Eta considering tak- 
ing over for Irionda that "I 
can assure them that, from 
this moment, we are looking 
for you." 

Steve Kingstone, a BBC 
News correspondent in Ma- 
drid, said "the group still has 
the potential to kill and has 
pledged to continue its cam- 
paign of violence with a view 
to securing an independent 
Basque state." 

Since January 2008, 
France and Spain have been 
in cooperation to crack down 
harder on Eta than in previ- 
ous years. The signing of a 
special accord at the begin- 
ning of this year allows Span- 
ish agents to cross the bor- 
der into southwestern France. 
This is clearly a positive sign 
that both parties want to do 
as much as possible to help 
bring down members of Eta. 

Though many arrests 
have been and will be made, 
the presence of a militant ter- 
rorist group is something that 
should be handled with the 
most diligent care. Michele 
Alliot-Marie, the French In- 
terior Minister, said the lat- 
est three arrests were proof 
of France's "resolute com- 
mitment in the fight against 
Basque terrorism." 

Increased internation- 
al support is necessary to en- 
sure the safety of those living 
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in the Basque region. Any act 
of terrorism should be dis- 
cussed by key officials to en- 
sure appropriate and imme- 
diate action. It is all too com- 
mon to see responses that are 
fatally slow, like the case in 
Mumbai, India. If the French 
and Spanish authorities tru- 
ly want to rid Eta from being 
a serious threat, the use of 
more undercover officials is 
key to undermining the struc- 
ture of such a terrorist orga- 



nization. 

Hopefully the work of 
French and Spanish author- 
ities will strengthen to help 
bring resolution to a long- 
lasting problem. This is one 
of the many steps the world 
must take in order to coun- 
teract terrorism.

Students should be nutritious, 
safe this winter season

For many, the holidays 
symbolize a time of family 
gatherings and merry holiday 
traditions. However, if your 
tree causes the lights to dim 
when you plug it in or you 
find yourself clutching your 
belly and grimacing in pain 
after a hearty feast with the 
relatives, it might be the year 
to engage in more health-con- 
scious, safe practices. 

Kacey Provenzano, presi- 
dent of the nutrition aware- 
ness club Fruit of the Fight, 
had several tips to help stu- 
dents keep mentally alert dur- 
ing finals week. 

"First of all, sleep and ad- 
equate rest increases cogni- 
tive function and better test 
scores," said Provenzano, 
senior in pre-medicine and 
gerontology. "Breakfast is es- 
sential. Foods that are high 
in fiber and protein but low 
in added sugar will help you 
concentrate and help your 
memory. 

"Also, energy drinks meant 
to keep you from crashing will 
leave you more drained than 
before. Healthier options are 
out there like fruit juices." 

Finals will be over with 
by this time next week, and 
many travelers will have al- 
ready begun the journey to be 
with relatives and loved ones. 

Kansas State Highway Pa- 
trol Trooper Edna Buttler said 
there is a significant increase 
in traffic and being safe is cru- 
cial. 

"First and foremost, we 
stress how important it is to 
check the road conditions be- 
fore you leave," Buttler said. 
"Make sure your vehicle is in 
good mechanical working or- 
der." 

Barb Blue, travel informa- 
tion program manager for the 
Kansas Department of Trans- 
portation, also suggested trav- 
elers pack an emergency kit. 

"It may be a while before 
emergency crews can get to 
you in the event of a weather 



emergency," Blue said. "We 
provide a road condition 
hotline. You can dial 511 
from any phone or log on to 
our Web site for continuously 
updated road information." 

The holidays also bring the 
tradition of stringing holiday 
lights. But Manhattan Fire 
Marshall Ryan Almes said 
for college students living in 
apartments, it's important to 
take special caution. 

"A lot of students will 
string Christmas lights outside 
and then run the power cord 
through a cracked window 
or a door," Almes said. "That 
creates an ignition point with 
the closing door smashing the 
cord, and a potentially dan- 
gerous shock hazard, espe- 
cially with a metal door." 

When selecting a tree, 
Almes had a few tips to ensure 
decreased fire-hazard risk. 

"If you bounce the trunk 
of the tree on the ground, the 
needles shouldn't fall off," he 
said. "Look for needles that 
are green and hard to pull back 
from branches, they should be 
pliable and not break easily." 

Once the tree is brought 
home, Almes said in addition 
to checking smoke alarms, to 
make sure you keep the tree 
watered and away from heat 
sources, like vents, as these 
will dry the tree out. 

"If the tree does dry out, 
it is an extremely dangerous 
situation," Almes said. "When 
the season is over, get the tree 
out of the house right away, 
and don't ever put it in a fire- 
place, they burn very hot, and 
it will damage the fireplace." 

One other seasonal issue 
to mention is depression the 
shorter days bring for some. 
Liz Krumrei, psychology in- 
tern for K-State Counseling 
Services, said a multi-faceted 
approach is helpful in deal- 
ing with feeling down in the 
dumps. 

"One thing would be to 
start with awareness of the 
seasonal affective disorder," 
Krumrei said. "Some people 
are more prone to it. As the 
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Eating junk food will often result in more fatigue. Students should avoid sugary snacks and eat foods that 
are high in fiber and protein instead. 



days get shorter, some people 
tend to notice they feel a little 
down, and it's important to 
understand why that is hap- 
pening. I would recommend 
engaging in activities that 
normally bring joy, like listen- 
ing to a certain genre of mu- 
sic, hanging out with friends 
or exercise." 



Krumrei said different ap- 
proaches work for different 
people, and it's useful to fig- 
ure out what works best for 
the individual. 

"Something that works for 
one person doesn't work for 
another and by trying a whole 
range of things, you will find a 
remedy," she said.

East Coast experience 
uncovers racial issues

As my semester at Towson 
University draws to a close, I 
can't help but look back and 
reminisce on my experience here. 

I've been homeless for a night 
in New York City and have seen 
my life flash before my eyes on 
two occasions. (Apparently driv- 
ers here aren't as forgiving of 
crosswalk-violators as they are in 
Kansas.) 

I've made friends from across 
the U.S. and have tried exotic 
foods like latkes, pomegranates 
and roasted chestnuts. I've gotten 
to do things I never would have 
gotten to do had I been in Kansas 
this semester, like attend tapings 
of "Saturday Night Live" and 
"The Daily Show with Jon Stew- 
art." I've seen the Liberty Bell and 
touched Edgar Allan Poe's grave. 
Once, I even made a pilgrimage 
to Scranton, Pa., where the plot of 
my favorite TV show "The Office" 
is set. However, taking into ac- 
count that Scranton is just a small 
industrial town in the middle of 
nowhere, this is one road trip 
that was cooler in theory than in 
actuality. 

While I wouldn't trade any 
of these experiences for all the 
pomegranate seeds in the world, 
there is one place that continues 
to stand out to me. Every time 



I've visited Hampton Mansion, an 
18th-century plantation home in 
Baltimore County, I think of how 
far we've come in this country 
with the treatment of African 
Americans, from enslaving them 
in the early days to electing one 
as president in 2008. 

However, the summer after 
my junior year of high school, I 
was working in my small Kansas 
hometown, when a customer I 
didn't know asked me where I 
was planning on going to college. 
As soon as I told her I was going 
to K-State, she replied, "Oh, good. 
You don't want to go to KU - 
there are too many black people 
there." Yikes. 

I also have friends in Kansas 
whose parents would freak out if 
they were to date a black person. 
But as far as being prejudiced 
goes, I am not totally guilt-free. 
When I found out that all three of 
my roommates here were black, 
I panicked at first, because I 
thought that I would be excluded 
or treated differently; in retro- 
spect, that sounds ridiculous. 

Why this racist sentiment? 
Towson's campus, having a 
smaller gap in the black-white 
ratio, is considerably more diverse 
than Manhattan. I'm not saying 
that things here are perfect - I'm 
sure it all depends on where in 
Maryland you go - but in my 
experience, there just seems to be 
less of a racist "black or white" 
mentality. And why should there 
be? After all, we are all just 
people. Well, at least we thought 
that we were making progress.

TEBOW LOOKS TO 
BECOME 2ND TWO-TIME 
HEISMAN WINNER 

Tim Tebow will go for 
two against a pair of talented 
quarterbacks from the Big 12 

when the 

Heisman 
Trophy is 
handed 
out Satur- 
day night. 

Sam 
Brad- 
ford from 
Oklaho- 
ma and 
Colt Mc- 
Coy from 
Texas 

joined Tebow as Heisman fi- 
nalists announced Wednes- 
day. 

The last time all the 
Heisman finalists were quar- 
terbacks was 2001, when Ne- 
braska's Eric Crouch won the 
award and quarterbacks held 
the first six spots. 

Tebow, the rugged and 
multitalented junior from 
Florida, was the first sopho- 
more to win the Heisman last 
year and is trying to become 
the second player to win it 
twice. 

Archie Griffin won the 
Heisman as a junior in 1974 
for Ohio State and again in 
1975. 

Tebow's Gators will play 
Bradford and the Sooners in 
the BCS national champion- 
ship game Jan. 8 in Miami. 

Tebow became the first 
college football player with 
20 touchdown passes and 20 
rushing touchdowns in 2007, 
carrying a Florida team that 
finished 9-4. 

This season, Tebow's 
stats were down, but his play 
has still been stellar. He is fifth 
in the nation in passer rating 
(176.7) with 28 touchdown 
passes and only two intercep- 
tions. He hasn't been asked 
to run as much this season, 
but still has 564 yards rushing 
and 12 touchdowns. 

Most importantly, the 
Gators are 12-1 and a victo- 
ry away from their second na- 
tional title in three seasons. 

Tebow made a strong 
final case to win anoth- 
er Heisman, leading Flori- 
da's 14-point fourth quarter 
and comeback victory in the 
Southeastern Conference ti- 
tle game against Alabama last 
Saturday. 

Bradford has directed 
the highest scoring team in 
major college football histo- 
ry, leading 
the nation 
in pass- 
er rating 
(186.3) 
and TD 
passes 
(48) while 
throwing 
for 4,464 
yards. The 
Soon- 
ers have 
scored 

702 points and became the 
first college team in 89 years 
to reach 60 points in five con- 
secutive games when they 
won the Big 12 title 62-21 
over Missouri last Saturday. 

McCoy, who had the im- 
posing task of following Vince 
Young as Texas' starting quar- 
terback, 
has turned 
out to be 
a multi- 
ple-threat 
much like 
his prede- 
cessor. 

M c - 
Coy set a 
major col- 
legerecord 
with his 
77.6 com- 
pletion percentage, breaking 
the mark set by Duante Cul- 
pepper for Central Florida, 
and is the Longhorns' leading 
rusher with 576 yards and 10 
touchdowns. Texas finished 
11-1, with a victory against 
Oklahoma. 

Heisman organizers gen- 
erally invite three to five play- 
ers, based on vote totals. 

Texas Tech quarterback 
Graham Harrell was surpris- 
ingly not invited to the cere- 
mony, to be held at the Sports 
Museum of America in down- 
town New York for the first 
time. 

Harrell, the latest in a 
long line of prolific passers to 
run coach Mike Leach's Air 
Raid offense, leads the na- 
tion with 4,747 yards pass- 
ing and has thrown 41 touch- 
down passes. He also led Tex- 
as Tech to a school-record 1 1 
victories and a tie for first in 
the Big 12 South with Texas 
and Oklahoma.

4-year starter humbled by early 
pick-up games with big brother

It wasn't a fair match up, and 
Shalee Lehning knew it. Matt 
was nine years older than his 
sister, yet he insisted that Shalee 
find a way to compete with him 
during their childhood pick-up 
basketball games. 

He was older, more athletic 
and consistently blocked her 
shot attempts and won most of 
the games. Yet, Matt challenged 
her to find a way around him and 
to the basket as if he knew his 
sister would eventually develop 
into a premier point guard. 

"I think that instilled this fire 
and perseverance inside of me, 
because I had to find a way to 
do things a different way than I 
wanted to," Lehning said. 

That fire and perseverance 
eventually caught the eye 
of K-State head coach Deb 
Patterson in 2005. 

Before the 2005 season, 
head coach Patterson knew she 
needed a leader who would fill 
the role of point guard on her 
team. She also knew she would 
hand over a large responsibility to 
that player to lead a young team 
in a tough Big 12 Conference. 

But after the first week of 
practice that year, the young 
5'8" freshman from Sublette, 
Kan., who found a way to score 
on her older brother, stepped up 
to take yet another challenge. 

"We were hoping that she 
could handle the reins of being a 
young point guard playing major 
minutes," Patterson said. 

Beginning with her first 
season in 2005, Lehning 
became an integral aspect of 
Patterson's team. She played in 
all 34 games averaged 7.0 points 
and 5.6 assists per game, and set 
a freshman single season record 
for assists with 189. 

"She has always been a 
great leader, and very tough," 
Patterson said. "She was up to 



all of the challenges that we put 
in front of her and she wanted to 
be challenged. She demonstrated 
all along a very unique ability to 
lead and to be tough." 

Her quick success and 
leadership during her freshman 
season was recognized as she 
was selected to the Dallas 
Morning News Big 12 All 
Newcomer Team. 

"When I came in as a 
freshman I had no expectations 
other than I wanted to find a 
way to contribute to my team. 
Whatever that needed to be I 
wanted to do it," Lehning said. 

As her career progressed, 
Lehning developed a reputation 
as one of the premier ball 
distributors in the nation. She 
set single season assist records 
each year, and eventually set 
the record for career assists, 
passing Megan Mahoney (2002- 
2005) during the Nov. 25 game 
this season against University 
of Texas San Antonio with her 
590th assist. 

"Every great passer has 
innate instincts," Patterson said. 
"They see things two and three 
seconds before most people do. 
They see things developing in 
the future, and her ability to do 
it with such speed and precision 
is what sets her apart." 

Last season, Lehning led the 
Wildcats to the program's first 
outright Big 12 regular season 
championship. The Wildcats 
finished the season with a 22-10 
regular season record. Averaging 
11.3 points and accumulating 
203 assists, Lehning was named 
First Team All Big 12. 

Before this season, Lehning 
was nominated for the John 
Wooden player of the year 
award. 

"I kind of got the goose 
bumps," Lehning said. "To even 
be considered a candidate is 
very humbling. I'm grateful for 
the blessing that I've had here 
and the opportunity to play."

In 2008 as a senior she 
guides the Wildcat offens with a 
prolific and deceiving ease. As an 
effective manager organizes their 
employees, Lehning has a keen 
awareness of her teammates on 
the court. The unselfish point 
guard has established herself 
throughout her distinguished 
career as a truly exceptional 
leader at the point. 

"Great point guards are able 
to run your team many times 
without direction," Patterson 
said. "They are able to take and 
to lead into the heat of battle, 
and that's what she does so 
well." 

With Lehning as point guard, 
the Wildcats are off to their best 
start since the 1980-81 season. 
The season has been highlighted 
with her third career triple- 
double performance during the 
Nov. 25 game at Arkansas State. 
During the game she posted 
11 points, 14 rebounds and 12 
assists in route to a 69-58 win. 
With the performance, Lehning 
set a Big 12 record with three 



triple-doubles. 

"It was one of those games 
where when things are going 
well for you, you can just tell," 
she said. "It was actually one of 
the first times I knew where my 
numbers were at so I was going 
after it, but I have to give my 
teammates credit because they 
are the ones knocking down 
shots to get me the assists." 
While Lehning has come a long 
way from getting shots blocked 
by her older brother, she still is 
determined to leave a legacy at 
K-State. She has been humbled 
by the individual awards 
gained along the way, yet has 
her sights set on team-oriented 
accomplishments. 

"I just want people to know 
that our senior class and me 
individually gave it all I had 
every time I stepped foot on the 
floor," Lehning said. "That I was 
more consumed with our team 
and representing the Kansas 
State jersey more than any 
individual accolade that I could 
get."

Cats look to bounce back against Southern Miss

K-State coach Frank Martin as- 
sures everyone he is not worried 
about the toughness of his team. 

K-State will need to regain its 
toughness quickly as it looks to right 
the ship tonight against a physical 
Southern Mississippi team in the 
K-State Holiday Classic at 7 p.m. 
at the Sprint Center in Kansas City, 
Mo. 

The Wildcats (5-3) are on a 
three-game losing streak, losing all 
three games by a combined nine 
points, including a five-point loss at 
Oregon Sunday. 

Wednesday Martin said he isn't 
one to jump to conclusions because 
of a bad day. He said after the Ore- 
gon game that his team "ran and hid 
every time the game got physical." 

"It's something [toughness] we've 
spent a lot of time on everyday we 
practice and we play for the last 2.5 
years," Martin said. "It's something 
that I think we've had the upper 
hand on the majority of the time 
during our time here at K-State. Ev- 
ery once in a while it happens. [Or- 



egon] played with that certain edge 
that they did not want to lose and 
our guys, instead of responding to 
that, we kind of gave in for a period 
of the game there. And when that 
happens, kind of dug a hole that we 
couldn't climb out of." 

Meanwhile, the Golden Eagles 
(4-3) are riding a two-game slide 
and are coming off the heels of a 
two-point loss at New Mexico. 

Southern Mississippi is coached 
by former Iowa State coach Larry 
Eustachy, who is in his fifth year 
with the Golden Eagles and has a 
career record of 324-211. 

"They are a typical Larry [Eu- 
stachy] coached team," K-State 
coach Frank Martin said. "They are 
gonna just be as physical as you can 
be. They go rebound that basketball. 
They aren't going to turn it over. 
They aren't gonna give you easy 
baskets and they are gonna be as 
physical as anybody we have played 
this year." 

Southern Mississippi is led by 
6-foot-2 junior guard Jeremy Wise, 
who comes into tonight's game av- 
eraging 20.6 points per game. 

"They've got a couple of guards

However, this year's game is a 
neutral-site game and because of 
that, is not included in the season- 
ticket package for season-ticket 
holders. As of Wednesday morning, 
only 6,500 tickets had been sold to 
the game. 



BCS disappoints college football teams, fans once again

Division I football 
is the only division that 
doesn't have playoffs; in- 
stead we have bowl games. 

Bowl games are fun for 
the most part, because al- 
most every team that has a 



record of 6-6 or better gets 
to travel to a bowl game 
and play a quality oppo- 
nent. 

What I don't under- 
stand is why the NCAA de- 
cides not to have a playoff. 
There are so many differ- 
ent scenarios that would al- 
low for bowl games to still 
be played without interfer- 
ing with a playoff system.

The top four teams 
get byes the first week of 
the playoffs while the next 
eight teams play each other 
for the right to play against 
those four teams. All games 
could be played at all four 
BCS sites, because the first 
two weeks would both have 
four games, then as stated 
earlier go to the top bowls 
to finish the playoff. 

Whether the NCAA 
and BCS decide on a play- 
off, most would agree it 
needs to happen so every- 
thing can be settled on the 
field.

bers the 1998 K-State team 
that went undefeated be- 
fore getting upset in the Big

That team 
didn't even get to play in a 
BCS bowl, while teams like 
the Oklahoma Sooners in 
2003 lost 35-7 in the Big 12 
Championship game and 
still went to the Nation- 
al Championship. Nebras- 
ka didn't win its division in 
2001 and still went to the 
National Championship, 
and just last season the 
Kansas Jayhawks didn't win 
its division either but still 
went to the Orange Bowl. 

College football needs 
a playoff, and it needs to 
happen now.

Former Wildcat Pierce has big plans for Web site

Most K-State football fans know 
Terry Pierce as the massive, hard- 
hitting, All-Conference linebacker 
who anchored K-State's defense 
from 2000-02. A growing group of 
fans, however, are getting to know 
Pierce in a much different way. 

In June, Pierce bought ksufans. 
com, which features several popular 
K-State-oriented message boards. 
Since buying it, Pierce has become 
very involved with the site, produc- 
ing articles about K-State's football 
team, responding to fans' questions 
and regularly commenting on the 
site's message boards. 

Pierce, who is known as Bosz56 
on ksufans.com, bought the site 
from Michael Rodriguez, ksufans. 
corn's creator, after Rodriguez de- 
cided he could not finance the site 
anymore. 

"He said, 'You'll love our site,' so 
I checked it out," said Pierce, who

met Rodriguez through a mutual 
friend. "I got on the site and saw 
that there were a bunch of fiery 
fans and thought 'what the hell - 
there's no reason I shouldn't buy 
it.'" 

Pierce's purchase saved the site 
from being shut down and created 
a lot of buzz among users. 

"He's really rejuvenated the 
site," said Nick Ward, freshman in 
business and member of the site. 
"He answers every question he gets 
asked, and you can tell he still re- 
ally cares about the program." 

The site, which was created in 
January 2006, has been quickly 
growing and now has more than 
2,300 members. 

Pierce said he is revamping ksu- 
fans.com, and starting Jan. 1, the 
site will offer premium membership 
for $5 a month. 

Pierce plans to unveil the site's 
new layout around Christmas. He 
said he has hired writers to cover 
football, basketball and the ad- 



ministration of the athletic depart- 
ment. 

"I've been writing stories to go 
onto the site and building up a 
team of writers that can write with 
the kind of fire that I need them to 
write," Pierce said. 

Pierce's knowledge and insight 
into K-State's athletic program has 
been the basis for his previous ar- 
ticles and will be the foundation of 
the site in the future. 

"I think we are going to focus 
on K-State from a former player's 
standpoint, to give people an idea 
of what really goes on, because fans 
hear about things but they don't 
always know what is going on be- 
hind the scenes," Rodriguez said, 
who still helps manage the site. 

Pierce said he is incorporating 
recruiting content and rankings 
into ksufans.com and expects to 
see some natural competition with 
sites like gopowercat.com and k- 
statefans.com. 

These sites also have ties to na- 



tional recruiting Web sites rivals, 
com and scout.com. Unlike these 
sites - which are driven by recruit- 
ing and breaking news - ksufans. 
com offers more discussion and 
analysis of the K-State teams. 

"The driving force of our site is 
the message board, more so than 
it is on any other site," Pierce said. 
"Most all of our members post on 
the message boards, and it can get 
heated sometimes, so we have a 
little bit different dynamic than Go- 
Powercat or K-StateFans." 

Pierce said he sees ksufans.com 
as a site where fans can voice their 
opinions with less restraint than 
sites like gopowercat.com and k- 
statefans.com. 

"A lot of people forget that fan is 
short for fanatical, and you can't be 
fanatical if you can't say what you 
want to say," Pierce said. 

He said he is glad to be involved 
with the fans and the university, 
something he missed since leaving 
K-State, after his junior season in

2002. He said he even contacted 
Bill Snyder, whom he played under, 
as Snyder was looking for assistant 
coaches. 

"We talked a little bit, but obvi- 
ously the situation coach Snyder 
was in, he was looking to have 
much more experienced guys," 
Pierce said. "If that's what's impor- 
tant for K-State, then there are no 
hard feelings. I think I can do my 
part from the Web site." 

Pierce operates ksufans.com out 
of Overland Park, Kan., where he 
lives and works for Waddell and 
Reed, a financial investment com- 
pany. 

The Denver Broncos drafted 
him in the second round of the 
2003 NFL Draft, but after battling 
injuries for three years with the 
Broncos and the Houston Texans, 
he decided to go back to school. 

He completed his final 1 1 hours 
through K-State's Distance Educa- 
tion program and graduated with a 
finance degree.
